Meat Drying Once Required 


High Pressure Treatment 


Meat drying in th- early day* 


waa a high pressure operation, ao 
cording to Col. E. N. Wenrwrth, 
director of Armour's live stock bu- 
reau. Following the slaughter, or 
the hunt, the meat was- piled in 
skins and taken to camp. There 
wa» no chance for either hunter or 
camp follower to rest. The knives 
were sharpened and the meat cut 
Into thin, flat strips which- were 
hung in treestwhen available; or on 
poles out of reach of the dogs, or in 
the top of the hut or tepee where 
the heat of the fire would help the 
meat to dry rapidly. When properly 
prepared, the meat was in trans- 
parent strips which were very hard 
and inflexible. Sometimes it was 
transported in this form, or again it 
was powdered by beating with stone 
or wooden mallets, mixed with dried 
fruits and vegetables to form p*m- 


| mican, and In this powdered condi- 


tion transported in skin sacks or 
bladders. Pemmkan was the prin- 
cipal food of the native races in 
North America whenever the tribes 
were on the move. It was also a 
winter food in regions where it was 
difficult to freeze meats at the time 
of the hunt, which, on this conti- 
nent, extended from points in the

Unfortunate is the person who can- 


not feel and express enthusiasm and 
admiration for things outside of him-' 
sell There are aiaay people whose 
reaction to music, pictures, litera- 
ture, is instinctively critical. They 
are afraid of seeming uninformed or 
sentimental unless they can appear 
superior and chow their wide knowl- 
edge by finding fault or sneering. 


Time was when young people at: 


2,lesst could be expected to wonder 
and admire, but today that privilege ' 
of youth is gone. The popular atti- 
tude to assume is either one of 
cynical amusement or bored indif- 
ference. 


The worst feature of the situation 


is the parents' unconcerned accept- 
ance of the youngsters' attitude, their 
weak yielding to the cheap mockery. 
Mrs. Smith's enthusiasm over a con- 
cert is greeted with the remark, "Aw, 
be your age, Mother." Instead of re- 
proving the child for hi: senseless 
and rude remark, she takes it to 
heart however much it hurts, and 
can be beard later telling her friends, 
that children today are better in- 
formed than they used to be, and so 
refreshingly frank. 


It is to be hoped that these same 


children will one day grow up to a 
realization that, however well-in- 
formed and cultured they may think 
themselves, there is a vast realm of 
beauty and idealism of which they 
have no conception beyond their 
mere technical knowledge, and that 
without an appreciation of it life a 
an-arid and unprofitable existence.

Roman Empire's Highway! 


Were Several Feet Thick 


The Roman Empire was inter- 


sected- by- roads, constructed prin- 
cipally • between the Second and 
Fourth centuries after Christ. 


These highways, notes a writer 


in the Cleveland Plain Dealer, va- 
riad from eight to fifteen feet in 
width, and were often-laid for con- 
siderable distances on bases sev- 
eral feel thick. They were to *a 
large extent roads of hard ma- 
terials, whatever the country trav- 
ersed afforded, and were so well 
built'that the original construction 
of some of them is still found. In- 
deed, some of these highways were 
so durably built that they have sus- 
tained the traffic of 2,000 years 
without great injury. 


Soldiers, slaves' and criminals 


were employed in the construction 
of the Roman roads, which were 
almost universally built in straight 
lines, without regard for grade, 
probably because the use of beasti 
of burden as the chief means of 
transport made the preservation of 
the level an affair of minor im- 
portance. 


The1 Roman Forum is said to 


have .been' the point of convergence 
of twenty-four roads which, with 
their branches, had a total length 
of 52,964 Roman miles. 


In Great Britain there were four 


principal Roman roads — Warling 
street, from Kent to Cardigan bay; 
Iknield street, from St. David's to 
Tynemouth; Fosse way, from Con*, 
wall to Lincoln, and Ermin street, 
from St. David's to Southhampton.

Unemployed Youth 
Problem Discussed 
At Kiwanis Meeting 


The unemployment problem. Its 


causes, possible aids to its solution 
and the problem of unemployed 
youth was .brought to the attention 
of Klwanlons at the Governor Clin- 
ton Hotel Thursday noon by Dr. 
frank Brown, Department of Sociol- 


ogy, 
New' York 
University. The 


speaker was secured through the ef- 
fort* of Robert Service of the Kings- 
ton High School faculty. 


Dr. Brown's address was expected 


to contain Information concerning the 
extension university contemplated for 
Kingston, but the extent of business 
before the club made It necessary for 
the college professor to curtail his 
remarks, and the address developed 
Into a basic discussion of unemploy- 
ment 


"Last year 1.100,000 high school 


students 
graduated," 
began 
the 


speaker, "and the question before us 
Is, what happened to them?" 
Dr. 


Brown then explained how some of 
them found employment and how a 
large part of the remainder could 
be found in pool rooms, street cor- 
ners and In drug stores—"through 
no fault of their own, nor through 
no fault of business, but. because of 
the Inevitable change in the econom- 
ic and sociological life of the nation." 


Dr. Brown listed the reasons for 


this condition as follows: 
Increase 


In population, growing birth rate; 
Increase In length of life, the fact 
that many men of middle age were 
still In business when a few years 
ago their earning power would have 
been ended at middle age; women in 
business, where a few years ago wo- 
men working except as household ser- 
vants and teachers were scorned; in- 
crease In child labor, the last few 
years has seen many high school 
children and boys and girls of that 
age talcing jobs formerly performed 
by older persons; and most import- 
ant the increase in productive power 
of the individual through the devel- 
opment of machinery. 


The speaker went Into detail in 


explaining the last of his reasons. 
He said that there was a fallacy in 
connection with that reasoning which 
contends that the surplus of man- 
power thrown out of work through 
the development of machinery would 
be taken up in the manufacture of 
the machine required to do the work. 
"It is easy to see," Dr. Brown stated, 
"that the same labor saving devices 
will be" used to create the new ma- 
chine as are used 
In the 
factory 


where that machine will be placed." 


The contention that there would 


be more and greater opportunities 
for skilled labor was also scorned by 
the professor, who stated that "there 
is little left that cannot be, done bet- 
ter and bore quickly by "machinery 
than by human hands." 
He. illus- 


trated with a housing problem where 
several hundred prefabricated homes 
per day were assembled on a certain 
development, making skilled carpen- 
ter work unnecessary. 


Concerning the way out of this 


problem the professor suggested sev- 
eral possible solutions. First he said 
a. new great discovery might provide 
work for the unemployed. 
He re- 


called that following the Civil W,ar 
the development of the railroad sys- 
tem provided employment and eased 
the situation. He also called atten- 
tion to the shortsightedness of cer- 
tain business men who thought only 
in terns of profits and failed to con- 
sider the welfarevof their hired help. 
He thought that increased wages and 
hence an increase in "consuming 
power" was a possible aid In solving 
the problem. 
- 


The most important solution, and 


the most likely, thought the speaker, 
was proper "vocational education." 
He disagreed with laws which com- 
pel the boy or girl to attend a school 
until a certain age and. take certain 
required work. 
It was his opinion 


that through vocation education It 
was possible to determine just what 
a young man and woman was fitted 
to do and -was interested in. and that 
proper education would incite a de- 
sire to make that boy and girl con- 


tinue at his and her studies until 
they were fully fitted to the task. 
"We 
should adapt 
education 
to 


youth," said' Dr. Brown. He called 
upon the community to lend Its sup- 
port to this problau and ended by 
stating that in the destinies of boys 
and girls "we should lend all possi- 
ble aid and not attempt to hinder 
them by trying to make them con- 
form to past standards."
